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Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 

for  the  year  1  962. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  Penistone  Rural  District  Council. 


Lady  and  Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  upon 
the  Health  Services  of  the  Penistone  Rural  District  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December,  1962.  I  have  included  in  the  document  some  of  the 
more  important  statistics  concerning  the  extent  of  the  Part  III 
Services  in  the  district. 

The  Vital  Statistics  for  1962  vary  in  some  respects 
from  those  of  1961.  The  Birth  Rate  for  the  year  under  review,  at 
15.9  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population,  has  risen  two  decimal 
points  compared  with  1 961 ,  but  even  so  it  is  still  less  than  that  for 
the  country  generally,  and  for  the  West  Riding  Administrative  County. 
The  adjusted  Birth  Rate  is  17*2.  The  Death  Rate  has  increased  rather 
sharply  from  the  very  low  figure  of  1 96l .  At  12.1  per  1,000  of  the 
population  (adjusted  rate  13.9)  the  rate  is  the  highest  we  have  had 
since  1955,  when  it  was  12.2.  The  rate  for  1962  is  higher  than  that 
for  England  and  Wales  and  the  West  Riding  Administrative  County  by  a 
few  decimal  points.  The  Still-birth  Rate,  unfortunately,  has  risen 
rather  sharply,  in  fact  it  has  doubled  the  1 961  rate.  There  were  two 
still-births  compared  with  one  in  1 96i .  Even  at  this  apparently  high 
figure  for  your  district  it  is  still  lower  than  that  for  the  rest  of 
the  country,  and  compares  very  favourably  with  the  rate  for  your 
district  for  the  last  decade.  The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate,  which  is 
a  very  fair  index  of  the  health  of  the  area,  has  decreased  a  little 
compared  with  1961.  It  is  only  a  matter  of  three  decimal  points,  but 
when  compared  with  England  and  Wales  and  the  West  Riding  Administrative 
County  it  is  reasonably  favourable.  This  rate  represents  two 
infantile  deaths,  both  of  which  children  died  from  an  infectious 
condition,  one  dying  between  the  age  of  6  and  9  months  from  Broncho¬ 
pneumonia,  and  the  other  before  the  age  of  one  month  from  Septicemia. 

I  always  consider  that  young  babies  dying  from  infectious  conditions 
are  dying  from  preventable  causes.  I  think  that  the  young  mothers 
today  are  most  particular  in  the  care  and  attention  they  give  to  the 
babies,  and  one  hesitates  to  be  critical  when  statistics  like  this 
appear  from  time  to  time.  Nevertheless  I  would  be  failing  in  my  duty 
if  I  did  not  emphasise  how  ultra-careful  everyone  must  be  to  prevent 
infections  reaching  very  young  babies.  I  think,  upon  reflection, 
when  these  statistics  are  carefully  scrutinised  the  general  picture  is 
not  an  unfavourable  one  for  your  district. 

I  like  to  study  the  list  of  the  principal  causes  of 
death,  and  in  your  district  during  1962  half  the  deaths  were  due  to 
Diseases  of  the  Heart  and  General  Circulation.  Nearly  half  of  those 
were  due  to  coronary  disease,  which  seems  to  become  more  prevalent  as 
time  passes.  Of  the  remainder  of  the  deaths,  nearly  half  -  10  to  be 
exact  -  were  due  to  Malignant  Disease,  but  four  of  those  were  caused 
by  cancer  of  the  lung.  If  you  care  to  look  at  it  another  way,  almost 
one  in  every  22  deaths  in  the  Penistone  Rural  District  was  caused  by 
cancer  of  the  lung.  We  do  not  know  yet  what  causes  cancer,  but  we  do 
know  that  in  cancer  of  the  lung,  which  is  becoming  increasingly  more 
prevalent,  cigarette _ smoking  helps  to  cause  it.  Need  I  say  more  on 
the  question  of  smoking  and  health.  There  were  two  accidental  deaths 
during  1962,  both  of  them  Home  Accidents.  In  one  case  an  elderly 
lady  in  her  80*  s  fell  and  broke  her  leg,  and  subsequently  died  in 
hospital.  The  other  lady,  in  her  50* s,  died  in  hospital  following 
extensive  burns.  There  was  one  case  of  suicide. 

_ On  looking  at  the  Infectious  Diseases  picture  for 
the  year  one  is  quite  happy  to  report  a  very  satisfactory  situation.

Last  year  we  had  a  total  of  158  cases  of  infectious  disease,  1 50  being 

cases  of  Measles.  This  year  we  have  a  total  of  35  cases  of 

infectious  disease;  only  23  cases  of  Measles,  but  double  the  number 
of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever.  There  was  no  Whooping  Cough  nor  any 
Poliomyelitis  notified  during  the  year.  Similarly,  we  had  no  case  of 
intestinal  infections,  e.g.  Dysentery,  Food  Poisoning,  etc.  to  report 
duping  oh.6  y ear.  Ihis  is  quits  o.  f Qvoup&bls  ststs  oi*  o.f'fciiirs  snd 

indicates  an  excellent  standard  of  personal  hygiene  practised  by  the 
population  generally. 

Mr.  Pearson,  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  has 
prepared  his  report  dealing  with  the  Sanitary  Circumstances.  I  feel 
that  it  is  so  complete  and  informative  that  it  should  be  incorporated 
verbatim  in  this  document  of  mine. 

r,  ,  A  Th?re  are  9  'total  of  2,484  dwelling  houses  in  the  Penistone 

Rural  District,  of  which  2,245  are  on  public  water  supplies.  Of  the 
remainder,  21 7  are  satisfactorily  supplied  from  private  and  piped 
supplies.  The  remaining  few  obtain  water  from  their  own  private 
sources.  During  the  year  547  samples  of  water  from  public  supplies 
were  collected  for  testing  bacter iologically .  Of  these  526  were 
satisfactory  and  21  were  unsatisfactory.  Similarly,  40  samples  were 
tested  for  plumoo-solvency ,  and  in  every  case  the  water  was  proved  to 
be  satisfactory.  .Amongst  the  private  supplies  6  samples  were  taken 
for  purity,  bacter iologically ,  and  4  were  found  to  be  satisfactory,  2 
unsatisfactory.  In  all  cases  where  the  supply  was  unsatisfactory 

measures  were  taken  to  trace  the  cause  of  the  trouble  and  advice  given 
where  necessary.  b 

In  all>  1  *899  of  all  houses  in  the  district  are  connected 
to  public  sewers.  Of  the  remainder,  299  have  a  satisfactory  private 
drainage  arrangement  and  286  are  less  satisfactory.  Although  we 
label  those  unsatisfactory , . it  is  more  because  they  do  not  subscribe 
to  the  high  standard  of  drainage  in  cases  where  they  have  the  benefits 
"kh®  sewer  availability.  It  does  not  imply  that  they  are  in  any 
way  dangerous  to  health  but,  of  course,  they  need  careful  supervision. 
It  must  be  pointed  out  that  there  are  certain  areas  where  we  have  no 
sewer  and  no  main  water  supplies  and  this,  of  course,  limits  the 
standard  of  sewage  disposal  possible  in  those  particular  districts. 

In  concluding  this  short  preamble  to  my  report  I  want  to 
put  on  record  my  appreciation  of  Mr.  Pearson’s  valuable  help  in  the 
running  of  the  department •  Together  with  his  staff  he  has  always 
endeavoured  to  maintain  a  high  standard  of  efficiency,  both  in  the 
practical  field  of  sanitary  science  and  in  the  wider  field  of 
environmental  health.  I  want,  also,  to  thank  the  Clerk  of  the 
Council  and  other  members  of  the  Council  staff  for  their  co-operation 
during  the  year,  and  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health 
Committee  I  would  like  to  say  how  grateful  I  am  for  your  continued 
support  and  general  kindness  throughout  the  year.  I  must  also  put  on 
record  my  appreciation  for  everyone’s  kindness  to  me,  personally,  in 
the  early  part  of  the  year  when  I  was  away  from  duty  for  three  months 
because  of  illness.  I  appreciated  very  much  the  kindly  enquiries 
made  on  my  behalf,  and  to  those  who  in  consequence  had  more 
responsibility  to  shoulder  I  am  indeed  grateful,  and  not  the  least  of 
these  is  my  deputy.  Dr.  F.C.  Armstrong  who,  not  only  at  that  time, 
but  throughout  the  year,  has  worked  extremely  hard,  and  with  tremendous 
energy  to  maintain  the  high  standard  of  efficiency  which  I  like  to 
think  we  demonstrate  in  this  department.

Owing  to  a  change  in  policy  it  was  decided  to  postpone  the 
usual . autumn  sessions  to  the  spring  of  1963.  Previously  vaccination 
was  given  to  children  in  the  13  to  1 14  years  age  group:  it  has  now 
t>een  decided  to  include  all  children  in  their  first  year  at  the 
Secondary  Modern  or  Grammar  Schools.  There  are,  therefore  no 
statistics  for  the  Penistone  Rural  District  in  respect  of  this.

SMALLPOX. 


.  The  widely  publicised  outbreak  of  Smallpox  in  the  Bradford 
area  during  the  early  part  of  the  year  did  more  to  stimulate  public 
interest  in  vaccination  than  any  of  our  previous  major  campaigns. 

It  is  a  matter  for  regret  that  people  should  be  panicked  into  seeking 
vaccination  at  such  times.  The  services  are  not  geared  to  deal  with 
overwhelming  demands  the  public  may  make.  During  the  Bradford  out- 
break  the  increased  demand  for  vaccination  nearly  exhausted  the  stocks

_  .  Once  again  no  case  of  Poliomyelitis  was  notified  in  the 

Penistone  Rural  area  during  the  year  under  revie w,  and  it  is  now  six 
years  since  a  case  was  reported  in  the  district.  on  the  surface 
this  would  appear  to  be  satisfactory  and  doubtless  routine  vaccination 
against  Poliomyelitis  will  keep  the  disease  at  boy,  but  it  will  never 
be  completely  eradicated  until  we  get  1 00%  protection. 

During  1962  the  Ministry  of  Health  introduced  a  new  policy 
favouring  the  use  of  Oral  Poliomyelitis  Vaccine,  the  Minister  having 
been  first  assured  of  the  complete  safety  of  the  Sabin  Vaccine  which 
was  to  be  used  in  place  of  the  conventional  Salk  Vaccine.  This 
method  of  vaccination,  which  consists  of  swallowing  a  lump  of  sugar 
impregnated  with  a  drop  of  vaccine  (or  with  very  young  babies  it  is 
administered  in  syrup),  appears  to  be  more  acceptable  to  the  public 
than  the  conventional  ’’jab"  and  furthermore  makes  for  a  speedier  turn 
round  of  patients  at  vaccination  sessions.

MASS  RADIOGRAPHY. 

The  mobile  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visited  Penistone  in 
September ,  and  was  stationed  at  the  Penistone  Welfare  Clinio.  I  and 
the  Director  of  the  Unit  were  rather  disappointed  that  the  attendances 
were  less  than  we  had  hoped  for,  and  I,  personally,  feel  that  if*  and 
when  the  Unit  pays  another  visit  to  Penistone  there  will  be  much  more 
enthusiasm  shown  on  the  part  of  the  general  public  to  come  and  avail 
themselves  of  this  excellent  facility.  At  the  some  time  the  visit 
was  valuable  in  the  amount  of  significant  disease  discovered.  There 
were  four  cases  of  Tuberculosis  found,  all  of  whom  were  referred  to 
the  Chest  Clinic  for  investigation.  Three  of  those  cases  proved  to 
be  active  and  required  hospital  treatment.  The  fourth  was  probably 
inactive,  but  the  patient  nevertheless  reciuired  Clinic  supervision. 

As  a  result  of  the  finding  of  those  four  cases  my  fieldworkers 
immediately  began  a  search  for  all  contacts,  and  I  am  very  glad  to 
report  that  the  families  were  all  very  co-operative  and  gave  every 
assistance,  and  submitted  themselves  for  investigation.  I  am 
appending  below  the  statistics  provided  by  the  Director  of  the  Unit.

The  area  during  the  year  was  fully  staffed  so  far  as  the 
Home  Nursing  Service  was  concerned.  Miss  Thompson  returned  to  her

All  the  Home  Nurses  are  mobile  and  are  available  on  the 
telephone. 


The  Home  Nurse  visits  all  types  of  nursing  cases.  These 
include  the  giving  of . injections  of  all  types  of  drugs,  general 
nursing  care  of  the  sick,  the  acute  and  chronic  sick,  and  those 
requiring  pre-operative  investigation  for  the  hospitals,  enemata,  etc.

The  Midwifery  Service,  so  far  as  staff  is  concerned,  has 
been  up  to  strength  during  the  year.  The  Midwives  are  mobile  and 
available  on  the  telephone. 

.  ..  During  1962  the  Midwives  attended  101  confinements,  89  cases 
±n  the  capacity  of  Midwives  and  1 2  as  Maternity  Nurses.  Of  these 

cases  2  availed  themselves  of  G-as  and  Air  .Analgesia  and  34  of  Trilene 
Analgesia. 


The  duties  of  the  Midwife  include  ante-natal  care  of  the 
1Tl0^^er  in  the  home  and  at  the  Clinic,  delivery  of  the  baby 
and  the  necessary  visiting  during  the  puerperium  for  a  minimum  of  10 
days.  in  addition  they  conduct  an  Ante-natal  Class  for  expectant 
mothers, .where  group  discussions  take  place,  demonstrations  and 
instruction  in  various  methods  of  helpful  exercise. 


domestic  help  service 

During  1962  there  were  5?09 3  hours  worked.  In  all,  25 
Domestic  Helps  were  employed  in  the  Pehistone  Rural  District  in  31 
homes,  as  compared  with  25  homes  the  previous  year.  There  were  19 
of  these  cases  continuing  from  1961,  but  the  others  were  new.

Once  again,  the  majority  of  cases  receiving  help  are  those 
general  cases,  o5  years  and  over,  and  the  service  continues  to  be  a 
great  help  to  the  aged  in  their  own  homes.  The  Home  Helps  do 
invaluable  work  and,  in  addition  to  carrying  out  their  domestic  dutie; 
heip  to  prevent  loneliness  among  these  old  people.  There  is  still

CHIROPODY  SERVICE 


The  Chiropody  Service  which  the  West  Riding  County  Council 
established  throughout  its  area  in  I960  continues  to  provide  a  much 
needed  service  in  the  community.  In  my  report  for  I960  I  outlined 
the  procedure  for  obtaining  this  treatment. 


m  •  •  4-i5e  ?eJvlce  is.  in  great  demand  and  1 21  patients  attended  the 

Clinic  at  Penistone  during  1962;  in  all  they  received  507  treatments. 
Dunng  the  same  period  61  patients  received  domiciliary  treatment, 
involving  182  treatments  or  visits  to  the  homes.  I  have  been 
informed  by  the  Chiropodist  that  on  six  occasions  she  made  a 
domiciliary  visit  by  appointment  and  found  that  the  patient  was  not 
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mental  health  service 


The  work  for  the  prevention  of  mental  disorder,  and  the  care 
and  after-care  of  persons  suffering  from  mental  disorder,  is  now 
largely  in  operation.  The  success  of  the  service  is  dependent  on  the 
attitude  of  the  Medical  Superintendents  and  staffs  of  the  hospitals, 
the  Consultant  Psychiatrists  and  General  Practitioners.  By  the  end 
of  the  year  we  had  gone  a  long  way  towards  establishing  a  new  pattern 
and  it  has  been  well  received  by  all.  Penistone  Rural  and  Urban 
Districts  come  within  the  catchment  area  of  Storthes  Hall  Hospital, 
where  accommodation  for  mentally  sick  patients  is  somewhat  limited  at 
the  moment.  However,  there  have  been  no  marked  delays  in  getting 
admission  of  the  urgent  case.  The  Medical  Superintendent  has  re¬ 
organised  the  internal  administration  with  helpful  results.  He  also 
invited  Medical  Officers  of  Health  and  Mental  Welfare  Officers  to  a 
general  discussion  concerning  internal  and  external  problems.  This 
type  of  discussion  is  to  be  a  regular  feature,  and  most  helpful  they 
are « 


The  good  relationship  between  hospital  and  local  authority 
staff  still  exists.  As  a  result  of  this  and  the  liaison  with  other 
services,  many  discharged  persons  have  been  placed  in  open  employment, 
and  no  real  difficulties  have  been  experienced  regarding  admission  to 
Psychiatric  Hospitals. 

The  need  for accommodation  for  the  mentally  disturbed  aged 
person . is . growing  and  is  likely  to  grow  even  further.  With  regard 
to  admission  to  hospital  for  the  subnormal  and  severe  subnormal  the 
position  could  be  better,  as  it  is  not  easy  to  obtain  permanent  places 
for  the  most  serious  cases.  Short-stay  care  has  proved  of  great 
valuein  providing  a  change  for  the  patient  and  relief  in  the  family, 
but  with  many  more  parents  taking  advantage  of  this  service  it  is 
becoming  very  difficult  to  obtain  vacancies  for  all,  especially  during; 
the  summer  months.  * 

After-care  for  the  mentally  ill  discharged  patient  and 
social  work  with  problem  families  suggests  that  the  role  of  the  Mental 
Welfare  Officer  has  materially  changed,  which  I  am  sure  will  be  for 
the  good  of  the  service  and  the  community. 

With  the  rapid  expansion  of  the  training  at  centres,  the 
Mental  Welfare  Officers  have  oeen  able  to  devote  more  time  to  the 

needs  for  the  mentally  subnormal  who  are  not  suitable  for,  or  in  need 
of  such  training. 

.  .  There  is  a  very  active  Parent/Teachers’  Association  at  the 
iraining  Centre.  During  the  year  many  social  functions  have  been 
held,  e«g.  Beetle  Drives,  Social  evenings,  and  last  year  there  was  a 
visit  to  the  Circus  at  Leeds.  The  Association  have  given  the  Centre 
a  cine-camera  and  projector,  so  they  have  now  a  film  record  of  many 
6v  ones# 


The  new  extensions  are  nearing  completion,  and  ideas  will 
have  to  be  formulated  as  to  how  the  extensions  can  be  put  to  their 
best  use  to  give  the  trainees  a  variation  of  work.  Included  in  the 
extensions  is  a  Care  Room,  which  it  is  hoped  will  provide  a  relief 
for  the  parents  who  have  children  who  are  particularly  handicapped  and 
unable  to  use  the  present  transport  facilities.  It  is  hoped  to  take 
in  cot  and  sitting  cases.
